Fort Laramie, built 1854, was the 
original white settlement and for 
many years was an important base 
of operation against the Indians. 

Gold discoveries in Central Mon- 
tana necessitated a route northward 
that would shorten, by several hun- 
dreds of miles, the trail then used. 


Before negotiations with the Indian 
tribes permitting this work were 
completed, the trail was started by 
mustered-out volunteers who had 
served in the West during the Red- 
men's hostilities in the Civil War 
period. Five military districts were 
formed, the “Mountain District” em 
bracing the entire field desired for 
the proposed route to the treasure 
mines of the Northwest 

Upon the erection of Fort Phil 
Kearney the hostilities were imme- 
diate and constant, ending in a trag- 
ic slaughter of Captain Fetterman and 
eighty of his men This wholesale 
massacre inspired friends of the new 
territory to name it “Wyoming,” a 
name memorable in the history of 
Pennsylvania when, in 1778, the Brit 
ish killed and captured the settlers 
of Wyoming Valley, mostly old men, 
women and children, handing the cap- 
tives over to the Redskins for tor-

Prior to 1870 little was known eof 
the Wyoming country, but after the 
surveyor-general had given his re- 
port, the Government sent a geolo- 
gist, with assistants, to explore this 
region. On hearing their remarkable 
report, the Yellowstone Park was set 
aside to belong to the people forever. 
This playground of Nature, 6,575 
square miles, is under the jurisdiction 
of the Government and Congress has 
established rules and regulations for 
the preservation of the park, animals 
and birds, 

This park is one of the four regions 
in the world where there are large 
groups of geysers. About 100 active 
hot eprings and geysers are found 
within Yellowstone, and they vary 
freativ, some cover acres whilst oth- 
ers have very small surfaces. There 
are three distinct geyser basins; the 
Upper geyser besin is the most ac- 
tive and contains the noted spouters: 
the Middle geyser basin contains no 
“cones” but has a steaming abyss of 
limestone formation about 30 feet “

WHY PARENTS LOSE CONTROL. 


More laws are urged to save what little is left of the 
American family. It is freely and frankly admitted that the 
foundation of society is crumbling. The heralded panaceas 
have failed. The little red school house, the juvenile court, 
the municipal playground and swimming pool have dis- 
appointed. All of which points a serious lesson if the “many 
idle adults who have a mania for theorizing about the morals 
of human beings’’ will only learn. 

When the natural and Divine law are set aside, no civil 
statutes can take their place. The primary authority over 
the child reposes in parents. When parents lose control over 
their child, or the State arrogates the parental rights or 
authority, a false position and relationship is created. The 
tendency to magnify the power of a civil authority over the 
individual must cause apprehension. In no particular is it 
more fraught with danger than in the care and education of 
children. If the duties of family life in individual cases must 
be insisted on by the State, and the parental discipline and 
contro! of children be supplanted by civil officers, the rights 
and duties of parents must not be set aside, nor the integrity 
of family life be damaged by unwarranted interference. 

If parents have to a great extent lost control their 
children it is due in no small degree to that moral weakness 
of our age which would shift responsibilities from the actual 
shoulders of living people to the shoulders of that intangible 
thing which we call the State. The philosophy of the day 
would find all the sins and wrongs of society in the violation 
of conventional laws, and at the Same time would place all the 
hard work and obligations on society. Our public school sys- 
tem has adopted a paternalism that is rapidly supplanting 
the parent. The children are heing fed and clothed by the 
State, which is also caring for their intellectual and moral 
training. We have become enamored the supreme 
power of public opinion that we almost believe a little girl 
can be kept pure, a little boy preserved in honesty, by a ma- 
jority vote. 

Recenti~ in one of our large cities the body of a young 
girl was taxefi from the river and brought to the public 
morgue. The next morning over two hundred mothers called 
to see the body. Two hundred mothers did not know where 
their daughters had spent the night. This may be an extreme 
case, but it is the logical result of parental neglect. Parents 
often wonder that they have lost control of their children. 
They did not lose it, they gave it up. As soon as the child 
was old enough to walk a toad blocks unattended, it was sent 
to the kindergarten to learn to play under the guidance of 
strangers. From the kindergarten it entered the school, and 
the parents handed over their child at the critical time of life 
to the entire care of persons whose interest is too frequently 
measured the received trom a none too generous 
school board. What the child is learning, and how much, is a 
mystery'to the parents. In the old days the play time of chil- 
dren was spent in the home or
